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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because the background of the drawings has some 
shading that obscures the view of some lines in the drawings, reduces legibility and 
adds nothing to aid in the understanding of the invention (See 37 CFR 1.84 (I) and (m)). 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application 
must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1 9-26 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
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Claims 19-26 should be amended to depend from claim 15 instead of canceled 
claim 18. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 15-17 and 19-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Independent claim 15 includes 
limitations for a mechanically oscillatable unit that "is a single rod and has three 
oscillatory members...." The claim further defines the three oscillatory members to be 
one long rod and two short rods. The claim appears to define a single rod that includes 
three other rods. However, the specification only discloses a mechanically oscillatable 
unit that comprises three rods (Figures 1-4, pages 7-10 of specification). There is no 
discussion for how the three rods are included with a single rod. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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6. Claims 15-17 and 18-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

As discussed above, claims 15-17 and 19-28 appear to define a single rod that 
includes three other rods. It is unclear how a unit is a single rod when it has three other 
rods. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 15-17 and 19-28 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 1 st and 2nd paragraph and the minor objections, 
set forth in this Office action. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: As pointed out in Applicants remarks filed 21 September 2007, the claims have 
limitations for a long rod with one end towards the process and one end away from the 
process, a first short rod connected to the end of the long rod turned toward the process 
and a second short rod connected to the end of the long rod turned away from the 
process. These rods are oscillatory members. Neither Ellinger nor Tilley teach these 
limitations. Specifically, Tilley, which was relied upon in the initial Office Action for these 
limitations, discloses legs that are filled with mercury. The legs are not mechanically 
oscillatable, and the height of the mercury in the legs controls a radio frequency 
oscillator.
